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Wisconsin's fee Age Park Plan 


The proposal to establish in Wisconsin 


s national park sprawled across the width 
of the state for 500 miles in the shape of a 
poorly formed 'W apparently has excited 
some interest among the experts of the 
National Park Service. The park is intended 
to preserve and make available to the pub- 
lic the glacially formed moraines created 
during the Ice Age. The Park Service has 
been making an intensive study of the area 
and points out the best examples are wide- 
ly separated and this and other matters 
present some unusual problems. 


However, Sen. Wiley has urged the de- 


partment to get on with the work as rapidly 
as possible because, he says, his bill for es- 
tablishing an Ice Age national park in Wis- 
consin has been introduced and he is hop* 
ing for a workable plan in time for early 
consideration at the upcoming session of 
Congress. 


Raymond T. Zillmer of Milwaukee, an 


attorney who has taken great interest in 
the formation of this national park, appears 
to be quite pleased with the work of the 
Park Service. He says the Service is under- 
taking additional studies which will de- 
termine "whether such a park is feasible 
and whether a supportable proposal can be 
devised to accord national recognition in 
these widespread elements of glaciation." 


Zillmer predicts this means a national 


park will be recommended for the "widely 
separated locations" as soon as a favorable 
and supportable solution can be devised. He 
thinks the Park Service must mean that 
the fact the state owns and is developing 
Kettle Moraine Forest and Devils Lake area 
is one of the obstacles noted. He thinks the 
fears of the Park Service that the long nar- 
row park would be difficult to administer 
are groundless and cites the fact the state 
has developed and administered Kettle 
Moraine park, 120 miles long, without dif- 


ficulty and without much money. He thinks 
the long narrow park would serve more 
people, involve less transportation for 
them and might not need so many improve- 
ments as a compact park. 


On the other hand, Rep. Reuss (D.-Mil- 


waukee) who has taken an active interest 
in the promotion of this park appears to 
disagree with both Sen. Wiley and Atty. 
Zillmer. Rep. Reuss seems to be convinced 
that an Ice Age National Monument or per- 
haps a series of national monuments in- 
stead of a national park might be the an- 
swer for Wisconsin. He says "the national 
monument designation is peculiarly appro- 
priate where the scientific evidences occur 
in widely separate locations, rather than 
contiguously." He points out the Kettle 
Moraine State Forest, Devils Lake State 
Park and Interstate Park in Polk county all 
contain important elements of continental 
glaciation. He thinks an agreement between 
the state and the National Park Service 
would permit the latter to administer those 
and other areas which furnish interpretive 
services there and no change in ownership 
would be necessary. Rep. Reuss thinks that 
in addition to the three parks mentioned, 
the Ice Age national monument might also 
include John Muir's birthplace in Mar- 
quette county, Janesville gateway in Rock 
county, areas in Langlade and Chippewa 
counties and the Blue Hills area in Barren 
and Rusk counties. 


It certainly would be a tremendous ac- 


complishment for Wisconsin to have a na- 
tional park established. Wisconsin, already 
a tourist state, would profit tremendously 
by having a national park touching so 
many of its 71 counties in its 500-mile 
reach. However, that may not be possible 
and it may be the part of wisdom to 
support Rep. Reuss in the monument pro- 
posal. Even this, with Wisconsin's fine tourr 
ist business, would be a great gain.

Tobacco and f he Future 


Probably no major industry in the 
A.D., were both chewers and smokers of 


United States has suffered such unfavora- 
ble publicity or had more reason to fear 
the future than the tobacco industry. But 
few, if any industries, can be said to be 
facing the future with more optimism and 
courage. The latest issue of Tobacco News 
reports that the tobacco manufacturing in- 
dustry in the United States put over $314,- 
000,000 in capital outlays for new manufac- 
turing, processing and research facilities 
during the past nine years. At the moment 
the industry is budgeting about $80,000,000 
for further expansion and improvement 
during 1960 and 1961. 


It has been known and accepted that the 


Indians were smoking tobacco when Co- 
lumbus arrived in the new world. However, 
the tobacco industry, never willing to over- 
look an item with publicity value, put a 
team of investigators into the field which 
has come up with what they call documen- 
tation of the fact that the basket-making 
cave dwellers who were ancestors of the 
Pueblos and lived between 500 and 700 


tobacco. 


The white settlers in America were 


quick to pick up the tobacco habit and at 
one time, about 70 years ago, there were 
12,630 brands of chewing tobacco on the 
market in the United States. Those who 
may have thought that chewing tobacco was 
disappearing from the scene just as the 
old spittoons have disappeared from public 
buildings will be amazed to learn that 
69,300,000 pounds of chewing tobacco were 
manufactured in the United States in 1958. 
At the moment the cigaret is the big 
item in the tobacco field. Today there are 
at least 117 different brands and sizes of 
cigarets. More than 20 of them sell over a 
billion units a year whereas only three or 
four prominent brands were selling that 
many 25 years ago. The strength of the to- 
bacco industry is an amazing thing but 
while it seems to thrive on unfavorable 
publicity, the tobacco industry itself spends 
a great deal of money striving for favor- 
able publicity which apparently the in- 
dustry does not really need. 


The Course of Empire1 


Horace Greeley's old advice still is be- 


ing taken by a lot of Americans according 
to recently released population figures. It 
may not be the lure of the wide open spaces 
anymore but a lot of Americans still are 
heading west. 


Back in the days when the frontier was 


open, there was a constant change in 
crops and then industry from eastern states 
to the midwest and onward to the prairie. 
The highs in production in mining, cattle, 
corn and wheat rapidly moved in 20 or 30 
years at least part way across the country 
and a lot of people went along. 


From 1950 to 1958 the total United 


States population increased about 15 per 
cent, the same average as that of the mid- 
western states in general. But the far west 
picked up by 29 per cent. California, al- 
ready the second most populous state in 


the union, headed toward first place with a 
jump of 35 per cent, while its rival, New 
York, gained only 10 per cent. Arizona, now 
being developed for living as well as re- 
cuperation, increased by 57 per cent and 
Nevada, which didn't have much to start 
with, had a whopping 70 per cent jump. 


There were a few exceptions to the 


westward trek. Delaware increased by 40 
per cent probably due to some rapid indus- 
trial growth and promotion. And Florida, 
undoubtedly reflecting the increasing num- 
bers of older people, climbed 63 per cent. 
Four states, Arkansas, West Virginia, Ver- 
mont and Mississippi, actually lost more 
people than were born or moved in. 


There is a tremendous amount of land 


in the far west but in general the migrants 
have headed to the cities and more popu- 
lous areas. And there seems to be no sign 
that the trend is slowing down.

The problems 
regarding 


the future development of 
the Outagamie county air- 
port are far too complex to 
discuss in this letter and no 
attempt will be made to do 
so. However, there are sev- 
eral points that should be 
brought to everyone's atten- 
tion. 


One such point Is that on 


Nov. 6, 1942, the Civil Aero- 
nautics authority's district 
airport engineer completed 
a study of the present air- 
port and wrote a letter to the 
Outagamie county board's 
airport committee chairman 
stating that it was imprac- 
tical to develop the present 
site to the minimum stand- 
ards required by this com- 
munity. Since that time, we 
have continued to develop 
the present site. However, it 
appears that every attempt 
has been made to keep ex- 
penditures at an absolute 
minimum because only min- 
imum operating standards 
for the DC-3's have been pro- 
vided. 


It is interesting to note 


here that the DC-3 is an ob- 
solete airplane as far as 
North Central Airlines is 
concerned and for that mat- 
ter so is the Convair in its 
present form. The Convair 
will require modernization 
in the very near future, 
which will most likely in- 
crease its minimum requir- 
ed runway lengths beyond 
those presently specified as 
minimum. It might be added 
that North Central is inter- 
ested, as all airlines are, in 
operating at maximum al- 
lowable loads because this 
gives the greatest return on 
invested capital. 


In May, 1953, the Jimmy 


Doolittle committee, at the 
request of President Tru- 
man, issued a report en- 
titled, "The Airport and Its 
Neighbors" which made rec- 
ommendations to govern the 
development of airports. One 
of these recommendations is 
that there be an "all clear 


zone" at the end of runways, 
i mile long and 1.000 feet 
wide. In addition to Hhis, 
they recommended a 2-mile 
"approach zone," which fans 
out to 6.000 feet wide 2i 
miles from the end of the 
runway. This "appr o a c h 
zone" should contain ex- 
tremely limited residential 
and farming areas, no hos- 
pitals, no schools and no pub- 
lic meeting places. 


If you will notice the chart 


published on this page, the 
new Huntley school, just fin- 
ished last sumemr, has part 
of its playground within the 
"all clear" zone. The school 
building is barely outside it. 
In addition, and possibly 
more important, the new Ap- 
pleton Memorial hospital is 
located near the center line 
of the runway less than one 
mile from its end. Also on 
that same chart is a plot of 
accidents in the vicinity of 
airports which shows vividly 
that accidents do occur in 
the "all clear" and "ap- 
proach" zones at a much 
higher rate than they do 
elsewhere. It would be ex- 
tremely expensive for this 
situation to be corrected and 
leave the airport 
at its 


present site but a study by 
an airport 
planning con- 


sultant may give a solution. 
Also, 'of course, the problem 
of moving High 41 to get a 
north-south runway still ex- 
ists. 


When 
communities are 


faced with the ever-Increas- 
ing cost of improving their 
airport facilities, such as 
lengthening run w a y • or 
building new airports, the 
Vertical Take-Off and Land- 
ing (VTOL) and the Short 
Take-Off 
and L a n d i n g 


(STOL) aircraft are some- 
times mentioned as a possi- 
ble solution. First, it should 
be pointed out that opera- 
tional VTOL or STOL air- 
craft that are economically 
adaptable to feeder line air- 
line service do not exist. 
However, h e l i c o p t e r s 
(VTOL) are used by short 


stage flight airlines. For ex- 
ample, New York, Chicago 
and Los Angeles do have 
such service within their 
greater metropolitan areas 
but they require an even 
greater amount of subsidy 
from our tax dollars than do 
the feeder lines (example — 
North Central). If this were 
so, North Central would be 
buying VTOL or STOL air- 
craft instead of used Con- 
vairs. 


Secondly, when VTOL and 


STOL aircraft do become 
available for feeder line use, 
the likelihood is that they 
will be too noisy to operate 
close to heavily populated 
areas. Because in order to 
produce' a profit, they will 
carry 50 passengers or more 
and have a cruising speed of 
at least 175 miles per hour. 
The third, and possibly most 
important consideration, is 
the fact that we have hun- 
dreds of billions of dollars in- 
vested in aircraft now flying. 
We cannot afford to scrap 
this investment any more 
than 
any other industry 


could. Even if a manufac- 
turer could start producing 
practical VTOL or STOL 
aircraft of all types tomor- 
morrow, we would still be 
operating our present ships 
for 20 years or more. The 
Tri Motor Ford has been fly- 
ing about 30 years and is 
still going strong. (They are 
flying in scheduled service 
in the Lake Erie area.) 


As I see it, the present 


need is to have a study made 
by a nationally recognized 
airport planning consultant, 
and not a study made by a 
consulting engineering firm 
which builds swi m m i n g 
pools, shopping centers, etc. 
They will come later if you 
and your airport planning 
consultant agree that you 
should expand the present 
site or build a new airport. 
This planning consul t a n t 
must be able to study the 
problem from a completely 
detached viewpoint and with-

In summation, I would like 


to say that everyone has to 
be audited at one time or 
another and I am sure it is 
expected,' especially when 
public monies are involved. 
Those who are responsible 
for the future development 
of the Outagamie county 
airport would probably wel- 
come an audit before going 
further. With that in mind, 
these closing points should 
be made: 


1. The present airport was 


condemned 17 years ago by 
a qualified organization. 


2. Approximately $300,000 


has been spent at the pres- 
ent site since this finding. 


3. We now have a plan to 


spend $1,100,000 more at the 
present site. 


It appears only logical to 


help our public officials by 
backing them to whatever 
extent necessary to hire a 
nationally recognized airport 
planning consultant before 
going further.

Thii failure again raises 


the question whether our

Wherever the deficiencies 


lie, the American people be-

people had chosen the bath 
of integration, not separatism. 
At that time, this became the 
new party policy. However, 
Browder also implied that the 
fight for integration had al- 
ready been largely won, and 
would be finally achieved ra- 
ther effortlessly and painless- 
ly in the postwar period. This 
underestimation of the diffi- 
culties that lay ahead on the 
road to integration, was used 
later to justify a return to the 
original hare-brained theory." 


Gates shows how difficult it 


is for a communist to display 
his 
independence. 
In 1946 


when the communist party re- 
verted to the madness of mak- 
ing the black belt a separate 
nation, only two leaders, stood 
up to oppose it. They were 
Gil Green and Doxey Wilker- 
son. Of himself Gates says: 
. . . I agreed with Green 


and Wilkerton and *ald so pri- 
vately. But I lacked the po- 
litical courage to get up and 
say what I thought and to vote 
against the proposition. I was 
still new to the top leadership 
of the party, Just fresh out of 
the army, and I lacked the 
necessary self - confidence. 
Moreover I was still plagued 
by the fear that I might b* 
reverting to Browderite weak- 
ness." 
As one reads this autobiog- 


raphy he is shocked by the 
naive acceptance of every- 
thing that was party author- 
ized dogma as revealed, un- 
questioned and absolute truth. 
The disappointment at discov- 
ering falsehoods was almost 
pathological. But how can a 
communist know what to be- 
lieve?

Our Children 
Friendly Encouragement 
Helps Handicapped Child 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


A child who has a physical 


handicap such as lameness, a 
crippled arm or hand, some 
marked physical defect that 
limits his freedom of action 
and so sets him apart from 
the other children arouses the 
sympathy and kind consider- 
ation of grown-up people. 


That is as it should be as 


long as it does not tend to 
make the child pity himself, 
demand special attention and 
encourage him to consider 
himself a person apart from 
the rest of his kind. 


The handicapped c h i l d 


who can get about and go to 
school with some slight help 
needs encouragement to do so. 
He needs to learn that he 
can do many t h i n g s the 
other children do and quite as 
well once he thinks he can. 


This encouragement must 


come from his parents, par- 
ticularly from his mother who 
will have the care of him. It 
must come too from the teach- 
er who will look beyond the 
handicap to the potential pow- 
er the child can and should 
develop. This is done 
by 


watching for opportunities for 


the child to act and to share 
as other children would. 


Seek Opportunity 


Often a handicapped child 


,s placed on the sidelines with 
a sympathetic, "You can sit 
lere and watch." If that is all 
he can do, and one is certain 
it is all, that's it. But it might 
not be all. 


One day the teacher said 


that to a small boy whose 
right arm was disabled. A ball 
came his way and with what 
seemed an instinctive gesture 
tie picked it up and threw it 
to the waiting fielder with a 
speed and precision that elect- 
ed him to the team forthwith. 
That was like a powerful stim- 
ulant to him. 


A hard of hearing child in 


one classroom astonished his 
teacher one morning by seeing 
a bead that had fallen from 
her necklace when nobody 
else could find it. His vision, 
perhaps through practice had 
come to the aid of his ears. 
One never, knows what a han- 
dicapped child can do until 
he is allowed opportunities for 
trying. 


We are often too fearful to 


let these children try. Of 


courte one must watch and be 
ready to help if help is needed 
but one must not appear alert 
and anxious. 


Prepare Others 


An encouraging 
attitude, 


Try it. You won't be hurt. 
I'm not far 
away—" often 


helps a child to make a start. 
Once over the first hurdle he 
is likely to go -along on his 
own. 


One great difficulty in this 


situation is the attitude of the 
other children. They can be 
cruel because of their inex- 
perience. Prepare them for 
the admission of the handi- 
capped one. Tell them how 
best to help him and they will 
respond. They can help such a 
child better than most adults 
can.

For adults, a pint a 
day is ideal — and if you have 
a problem of keeping weight 
down, make it skim milk. 
The milk needn't all be drunk 
as milk: It may be in soups 
or other dishes.

foods he ought to be getting? 
He needs a balanced diet. He 
ought to be getting the bulk 
contained in vegetables and 
fruit. He needs Vitamin C

tall, raw-boned Ohio farm 
boy stepped from the 2 
o'clock boat to West Point's 
south dock. He shouldered 
his baggage and climbed 
the steep path to the plain. 
Sun-drenched fields spread 
out before him, the almost 
unbelievable beauty which 
would be the backdrop of his 
life for the next four years. 


He stood for a few mo- 


ments, more alone than he 
had ever felt in all his 17 
years. Then he reported to 
the necessary places, signed 
the necessary papers, and 
became that lowest form of 
animal life — a new cadet. 
In the footnotes of the his- 
tory books he comes down to 
us as Gen. George Arm- 
strong Custer. 


He is just about the only 


member «f his class who 
does come down to us! 


U. S. Breaking Apart 


Yet all are deserving of re- 


membrance, for no cadets 
had gone forth into a more 
tragic world than the ones 
who left in the spring of 1861. 
The country was breaking 
apart, and the line of frac- 
ture ran straight across the 
special world inhabited by 
the West Pointers. In a very 
short time, many of them 
were in opposition armies. 


West Point sent forth two 


groups in that tragic spring. 
The War Department had 
briefly tried a five-year 
course in place of the nor-

propped up on a caisson, 
whispered his orders to his 
men. He survived. In fact, 
he lived to the age of 97, the 
last survivor of his class. 
Thirty-two years after Bull 
Run, he was given the Medal 
of Honor. 
Loved Enemies 


The men from West Point 


were hard fighters, yet they 
quite literaly loved their en- 
emies. The survival of this 
feeling through the war is 
one of the haunting things 
that makes it worthwhile to 
take a glance at the acade- 
my as it was just before 
1861. 


In those days, West Point 


was a small, isolated village, 
where members of the corps 
led an almost monastic life, 
compared to which today's 
Spartan regime seems posi- 
tively relaxed. Thert were 
only four companies, each 
having fewer than 70 mem- 
bers. 


In the academy years, 


they had only one furlough. 
There were no trips, no 
weekends, no breaks in the 
routine. The only organized 
recreations 
were dancing, 


riding and f e n c i n g . On 
Christmas night the fencing 
academy was lighted until 
tattoo, and the cadets danc- 
ed to the music of the mili- 
tary academy band. For the 
most part they danced with 
each other. Only during the 
too-brief 
summer months 


did young ladies manage to 
reach the post. 


and June of 1861. Of the June 
graduates, 23 -men left when 
their states seceded. Of the 
5-year men, five resigned 
when their states left the 
Union, and eight more after 
their graduation. Thirty-sev- 
en were commissioned in the 
U. S. Army. 


All m all, of these two 


classes, 45 young officers 
fought on one side or the 
other at the first Battle of 
Bull Run, where one of the 
most distinguished of the 
Union group, Adelbert Ames, 
was almost killed. Wounded 
in his first battle, Ames re- 
fused to leave the field and, 


Not all amusements were 


innocent. A mile down the 
river stood the cottage of 
Benny Havens, a former 
civilian employe who had 
been forever banished from 
West Point. The buckwheat 
cakes and roast turkey pre- 
pared by Benny's Dutch 
wife were delicious, and 
Benny Havens made the best 
hot rum flip in the Hudson 
valley. 


The cadets worked hard, 


played hard, and occasional- 
ly fought hard. They were 
almost completely dependent 
on their classmates for com- 
panionship^ 'and the friend- 


When the 
Civil war 


erupted in 1861, it split 
asunder the graduating 
class at West Point. These 
young officers 
were to 


spend the war years fight- 
ing against each other, 
never knowing whether 
their wounds were in- 
flicted by their former 
classmates. Yet college ties 
proved stronger than bat- 
tle lines, and friendships 
managed to survive the 
bitter years of 
warfare. 


The author, who is work- 
ing on a novel about that 
class, here tells a poignant 
story of friends forced to 
become temporary foes. 


ships they formed survived 
even the trials of civil war. 


Time after time the old 


records tell the story. When 
John Lea, Conf e d e r a t e 
States Army, married, who 
stood up with the groom? 
George Armstrong Custer, 
U. S. Army. 
"I am not disloyal when I 


tell you we heard with secret 
pride of his gallant deeds on 
the field of battle," wrote 
Adelbert Ames of Alabama's 
John Pelham . . . "And we 
were deeply grieved when 
we heard of his death." 


The impersonal records 


tell how the Confederate Gen. 
Dodson Ramseur's flag was 
carried to the War depart- 
ment in 1864 — part of the 
booty Sheridan's men took 
when they captured that gal- 
lant graduate of 1860. But 
personal letters tell how the 
wounded Ramseur was car- 
ried to Sheridan's headquar- 
ters ; how Union surgeons la- 
bored with a Southern doctor 
to save him; how, after long 
hours of agony, he died in 
the. arms of his classmates. 


Custer and Rosser 


One of the most enduring 


friendships was that between 
Custer and Thomas Lafay- 
ette Rosser. Rosser,. who 
was born in Virginia, was 
one of the few who did not 
surrender with Lee. He had 
put in almost a year fighting 
Custer up and down the 
Shenandoah valley. When

cofliihf from southern states, felt their place was with Confederate forces. Alonzo 
H. Gushing, incidentally, was from Wisconsin, and George Armstrong Custer 
survived the Civil war to bt kilted to Indians in Cutter's famous last stand. 
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the war was over, he was a 
major general with no job 
and a hungry family. He 
went to work with a pick 
and shovel for the Northern 
Pacific railroad, and soon 
became an engineer survey- 
ing the line's route to the 
west, coast. Regular army 
units were assigned to pro- 
tect construction crews from 
marauding Indians. 


"Well, I have joined the 


engineers," wrote Custer to 
his Elizabeth in 1873. "I was 
lying half asleep when I 
heard 'Orderly, which is 
Gen. Custer's tent?' I sprang 
up. 'I know that voice, even 
if I haven't heard it for 
years!' It was my old friend 
Gen. Rosser. Stretched on a 
buffalo robe, under a fly, in 
the moonlight, we listened 
to one another's accounts of 
the battles in which we had 
been opposed. It seemed like 
the time when, as cadets, we 
lay, 
huddled under 
one 


blanket, indulging in dreams 
of the future." 


Three years later, when 


Custer's command was cut 
off on the Little Big Horn, 
Rosser prepared to lead a 
volunteer force to the rescue, 
but it was no use. To the end, 
he defended Custer's reputa- 
tion. 
Agony at Gettysburg 


At the outbreak, of the 


Spanish-American war, Ros- 
ser and two other former 
Confederate officers — Fitz- 
hugh Lee, class of 1856, and 
Joseph Wheeler, class of 1859 
— thought it an excellent ex- 
ample of unity to lead their 
part of the country back into 
the blue fighting 
ranks. 


When he was 61, Rosser re- 
ceived the commission for 
which he had trained in his 
youth — brigadier general, 
United States Army. 


It is hard to trace some 


of the southerners. Perhaps 
there were boys in gray who 
died hi Union prison camps 
in the very state where they 
had gone to school. Occasion- 
ally the records note the 
grim fact that they were 
killed/'in rebellion " So died 
at Gettysburg William West- 
wood McCreery, class of 
1860, as he commanded the 
guns of a North Carolina 
battery. 


The June class of 1861 also 


had cause to remember Get- 
tysburg. P a t r i c k Henry 
O'Rourke had headed the 
class of which Custer inglori- 
ously occupied the foot. At 
Gettysburg he led the 140th 
New York Infantry. On his 
way to the field, he told the 
regiment he expected every 
man to do his duty, and, if 
any man failed, the file- 
closers would shoot him! In 
the famous struggle for Lit- 
tle Round Top, O'Rourke got 
a bullet in the throat, and 
fell dead. 


On July S at Gettysburg, 


there were two batteries of 
regular artillery, each com- 
manded by a member of the 
old June class. George Au- 
gustus Woodruff commanded 
one, but was put out of ac 
tion by a serious wound just 
before PJckett's g r e a t 
charge started. Alonzo H. 
Cushinf comman d e d the 
other. 
CvfrWng Wounded 


When the Union line WHS 


pierced, Cushing f o u g h t 
white his Umbers were blown 
up *nd his caissons shot to 
match wood. He fovght while 
his funs were diMbtal. He 
was wownded, bandaged Ms 
wounds, 
and 
fowfht 
en *J 


Shrapnel tore open the lower 
part of his abdomen. That 
was a mortal wound, but 
Cushing clamped his arm 
against his torn belly, and 
continued to whisper perfect- 
ly rational orders to his fran- 
tic sergeant. 


Only a single gun was left. 


As Alonzo Cushing jerked 
the lanyard, a bullet sped 
between his parted lips and 
slammed into the base of his 
brain. The sergeant laid him 
on the bloody grass. Next 
afternoon, George Woodruff 
died of his wound in a little 
stone school house two miles 
behind the lines. 


All of these men, and 


many others like them, are 
commemorated in the great 
Battle Monument which tow- 
ers above the plain at West 
Point — the one memorial to 
men of the Regular Army 
built with contributions from 
men of the Regular Army. 


Many of the dead lie far 


away from the paths their 
youthful steps c l i m b e d . 
George Woodruff's body was 
taken back to Michigan; 
Tom Rosser slumbers at 
Charlottesville, far from his 
old roommate. But the bones 
of Custer came back from 
the shallow grave along the 
Little Big Horn and lie at 
West Point. 


Not far away is a head- 


stone, with a cross at its 
top, which bears the inscrip- 
tion: 


Brevet Lt. Colonel 
Alonzo H. Cushing 


4th Artillery 


Fell 


July 3rd, 1863 


at 


Gettysburg 


There are three more 


words on this white stone, 
words which m i g h t well 
stand above the headstone of
